Ties and scholars of the Valley as he possessed He introduced me 
also to some emigrants from Kasintr. and to Pandits who had aisited 
the country "With their help 1 was able to lay a foundation for the 
list of possessors of hbrarifs, which will be giTcn fnilber* on, and to 
obtam «omc idea of what was before me Through Pandit Kadha- 
kishn I obtained also the first nucleus of my collection of MSS from 
Kaemlr, copies of the &r4J>artJ aehariia of Bana, and of Bharlrihan » 
rttf(yojpaihi/a with a portion of Punynrlja’s commentary * 

I left Lahore on July 29 for Gujant, whence I took the old Impe- 
rial route into Kasmtr ria Bhimhher and the Pir ranchal During 
the march there was little informatioD on Sanskrit or Sanskrit books 
to be gamed I found, honerer, a pAnjdht Pandit at Kaushcra, and 
at Illjaurl, the ancient Uljepur^ 1 had an intorricw with a genuine 
Ivnsmimn Brahman This men. though unable to speak Sanskrit, 
showed a certain acquaintance with Kalmirt history, and with sacred 
matters winch a llrnlimnn ought to know Jle knew that the ancient 
name of It ijaurl was nijapuri, that it was mentioned in the RSjatu 
i, and had formed m olden times, just as now, part of the pos 
'cssions of the rulers of Kosmir 11c was well acquainted witli the 
Brihnianical ceremonies wluch, he said, he performed for the Kas- 
mJrinns of Rnjauri IIis knowledge of the Vedas was liiiiited He 
recited the hegimung of ihr JJijireifw, and called himself n Ri'-ieiH of 
Ihe Kalia "aiakhi flus iiifornistioii, which later proitd to bq a mis- 

tnre of truth and error led me at first to expect to find in Kailmtr n

I reached Srlaagar ou August 1 1 On niy arrnal I received from 
Major IIender«i3n, the Political Resident, a memornndum on Sanskrit 
libraries and books, prepared by B ibft Nilombar Mukerji, and a very 
valuable catalogue of such Sanskrit works as were said to be extant 
m Kasmlr I was also enabled to enlarge ra> hat ot possessors of 
libraric!. On the 13tb I saw Divau b.irpurura who introduced to me 
some ot the chief Kasminan Pandits On the following day I bad an 
mterrrtwwithn II ^lahlrajaR in » VJmsiinha The Mnh iriija lum»clf 
is well acquainted with Sanskrit cad understands it perfectly, though 
he does not speak it He is also versed lu the Saetras, especinllj in 
Vedanta and Dharmo, on which latter he is a tid to haie composed a 
treatise.

On the ISth of Vuguat my work began in real earnest I arranged 
with Pandit Dayar'im and his brother 0*iniodar> the «econd sou of 
Pandit Sdliebrim, for copies of nearly serenty works contained in the 
general hst of Sanskrit MSS which I had received on my amral 
I prociiredfurther, with Pandit Daniodirsassistaiicc two Sarndi copies 
ofKnlliana’siti^a/arow^iirffor collation with the published editions, and 
engaged the services of a young Pandit, Cliandrtmllljinnka, the “onof 
Tik ir im Pandit, to assist me in this work Prom that day until Sep 
tember 20 I was engaged, from early morning till sunset, m collating 
(he Jitljainranffint, m reecivmg Pandits who came to <ee me, in col 
lectiag mformahon regarding the KasmtTiaQ BraJimanv, the hternture, 
history, and geography of the Valley and m selecting what wts useful 
among the numcrons MSS o0ered for sale T]ie Pandits to whom I am 
tnost indebted for information, besides the two sons of Suhebrim Pandit 
mdPaudit CliandrSm, are Pandit Dajar im Jot4, Pandit GovmdKdl, 
son of Bal Kul, and Lai Pandit The) have furnished me with answers 
to very numcrons questions, and showed tbcm«elvc3 always ready 
to sacrifice their tune m order to satisfy my curiosity Durmg this 
period 1 also paid a visit to Kebarrfim Pandit, the possessor of the 
codex archelifpus o{ the Rjjjatarangtnt, whose habits and age forbid 
hi3 going to visit anybody Be was good enough to show me the S 
and to allow me to collate a number of passages regarding which the 
other ^ trad i copies did net satisfy me Some account of the AIS will 
he given below Towards the middle of September the collation of 
the 2?*'^a/i7rjn^i?rf was nearly finished But the work and the rather 
feTeri«h climate of Srinagar had told so much on my health that the

The first incident on my journey which descries notice wns the dis- 
coicry ofa ribhtaka tree tovered witli frmt This tree, the hotanical 
name of which 1 find gnen as Tfrmtnaha Jiellertei, Roxh , has con 
sulcrahle interest for Sanskritists. as its friut was used m the most 
remuto antiquilj for the purpose of gambling The tenth book of the 
Tt/fveda contains a ««/(#« (t-1) describing the feelings nnd career ofa 
gambler It repeatedly refers to the fatal tiLhUala friuts, whose 
rolling on the table enslares the heart of a gambler 1 ara not aware 
tlut they are used so to our days But a bebcf survives, which np 
parently dates from the time when the ttlhtalca served the passions 
of the gambler For, nil over lodin, ITah, tbe oi il spirit of gnmhling 
and of the present Iron Age, is supposed to reside m the tree 1 had 
never iscen a iilhitaKa, and should probably not have noticed those in 
Rasmir but for the cniiaotdinary behaviour of my native assistant 
On mj journey from Sliddipur to Sumbal I landed on one of the 
islands m the Vitastl m order to have a look, at an old mosque 
( luiulr nil Pandit came with me, and helped me to examme some old 
stones inning the trees which surrounded the mosque Suddenlj he 
diitcd otr with 111 csclamation of terror, which made me tliiifL that 
hi. had at hast fillcn mto a wasps nest But on nij asking arhat fhc 
iimttrv WHS, lie mfarmeJ me that hu Lad had the inisforluue to step into 
the shade of a it(ih\taka tree, nnd had thus become impure lie aNo 
riiuindcd me of the l^cnd nliout Kali s residence in it To hia grreat 
diigii^t I then began to examine the offending iibhlakn nnd to f<.ar off 
sonic brunclu s which were covered with fruit The tree winch I was thus 
cn iblcd to idintif) was not above eighteen or twenty feet high , it had

Its shore '1 hia is proved by its nniiie, which is derived from the faoioua 
Munasa lake in Thibet, and b} the ancient Duildhist temple situated m 
Its eastern corner, where the little stream comes tumbling donn from 
the rucks 1 he temple has liceiituK} dcscrilicil b> Mr Cowie * The 
Kasmtr Miiaasa lake is mentioned by Uilhana in the rtlra7iidn.ka 
charita, lit 55 

Neither the journej from A/d/iAtio/ to the Vcllur lake and to the 
Inland of Lank 1, nor the niim* on the latter, which Mr Come has fully 
described, call for any detailed account But some geographical and 
etymological notes may find here a place The Sanskrit name of the

Bilinn, and Sil*» are to be «een The temple of Fatigarh Ins been 
described by Mr Cowie * UtkKttr, whicli is situated nearlv opposite 
Biiramfila, on the «outliera bank of the \ itasu, about half a mile from 
the uew travellera’-bungalow, has been identifleil bj General Cinming 
ham with tbe town of the Scythi'bi king llnslikn, mentioned m the Rtija 
tarangini, I 168 and eUewhtre 1 can only agree with this identificn* 
tion, and add that the Srinagar Pandits, as well as theB irntnfila Fandit 
Totar'im, were aware of its ancient name They also asserted that 
VarBiamflla and Hiishknpum had formed one town onlv, and that the 
Buddhists had been settled m Ilnshkapura Vmeng the latter they 
named Jineadrabuchlhi, the commentator of the Kd tld vrttlt 

On the 2/ th I left B'lramrila on my way back to Srinagar A 
flood in the river made it advisable to pass out of tbe Tollur lake by 
the Shdihpur canal as the strong current in the ^itastA would have 
caused an unreasonable amount of labour to tlie boatmen This cir 
cumstance turned out to be very lucky for my search after king Jay i 
plda’i water bound town, Dvanvati The Rajatarangtid gives (It 
600 512) an account of Jayipwla’a building operations and mentions 
(vv 509 lO) the foundation of a city whrcli vpas surrouDded by water, 
and called after Ivfishna’s town. Dvaravati Mr Trojer, in Lis transla 
tion of V 510, makes out that in Kalliana s times this citv was popu 
larlv called tbe inner town of Javapora Genera] Cunningham, in his 
wa «C tive, geogv^.pliy oC Sastadr-, Iteceupou su,gges,ta th-at the Tillage 
of Andarkut, near Sirmbal, the name of which means " the inner fort,” 
is the modern representative of Jayapida's town Myintention was to 
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'■is.t AndarkiU m ordet to tenfy General Cnnnioghnin’s conjecture, 
which, as he himself states, had U^jnade intliout hrs hanngbeca ob?e 
to visit the place I ^as therefore rather aanojeci to Inre to take the 
route hy the canal, though my boatmen assured me that the> could 
take me to Andarkflt by tins route also After passing for 'it or 
seven miles through the dreary, low-Iynig ground which forms 
the shore of the Votlur, we came to a Iitttc lake oo our left (the true 
right hank of the canal), whicli the flood m the cnnnl appeared to 
hare caused, and just beyond it lay a i ihage oo rising ground about 
thirty feet higher than the bed of the canal This I nas informed 
was Andarkfik This statement puzzled me a good deal, ns on my 
way down to BiiramuK I had ecen a nllage calfeil AtidnrkuL elos" to 
the VitaatA But on leaving the boat I nt once saw that I had found 
the site of an ancient city For from the bank of the canal to the 
village led a paved road, trliero among the flags nnmeroas sculptured 
stones were to be seen On (isccndiiig the plateau I was surprised 
to 6nd, both in the vilhge^oml at sonic distnneo from it, rums of 
nt least a dozen temples, and several inosques that had been built en* 
tirely of fragments of ancient temples. Through Clmmlrim Pan 
dit I made inquiries abotik the name of the villAge, aiitl whether tint 
had been an "oM town of the Findiva ” The niiswer was that the 
Milage nas called Jla/iirAul, not Andnrkiit nt (he boatmen had it*srrt* 
ed, and that the ruiticd temples had originnlly been biiill b^ king 
Jrpul, » e Jaj'iplda , 

The plateau oil which the vniagc of IhhirliU oiid the rums lie n 
obout half a mile to three.<|iinrter« of n mile long, nnd four fir Are 
himJrcd jnrdt hrond It has the «ihape of « crewnt, the chord of 
avlucli faces southwanlt On the toulh it it (mimdrd hr the Shidipiir 
cnnnl, and on the cast, north, ami west ha the Sumbal take, though the

boulders, between which the water runs IVobably it was originally 
bridged I spent the whole of the nfternooD of the S'tth and the 
morning of the 29lh m looking oxer the rums for inscriptions The 
search was, uQfortunntcl)jfri}ttIe'-9,aud two attempts nt e^ca rations were 
attended with scant} results The first attempt I made with a small 
temple close to the north east boundary of the plateau I had the 
whole celia cleared out, hut found nothing but tlie chunam pare 
ment The second attempt was made near the large heap of stones 
in the western comer of the plateau, where the top of a sculptured 'tone 
was visible Ihis stone, winch at first looked like a slnb, tiirueJ out 
when laid free to be a large block five feet long, of the same height, 
and four feet broad The fiptres on the upper side represent n mole 
and two fcmale',~probably ^lshnu and hts two wire*, Sri aud Saras 
Tath Their faces have been carefully destroyed There is also on 
the left side, a figure of a four armed Vishnu bearing the or club 
The other four sides of (he stone are blank From the position of 
the sculptured sides I conclude that it occupied one of the corners of 
the temple The character of the sculptures makes it certain that the 
temple to which it belonged was dedicated to 'N idinu This point is 
of some importance, ns it might be expected tJiat a towu specially dedi 
cated to \ishnu should contain Vaishnaia temples 

To conclude this account of Jayapidas Draravati, a translation of 
the passage of the Itajataranytm (lA 505 JO) which refers to it and 
to Jayapura may here find its place — 

(503 ) “The king (Jaj ipula) baxiog rewarded Ins ambaS'ador with 
money, and ha nog filled a deep lake with the assistance of the Raksha

tbe writers and sellers of MSS. bad been settled As I had to ti«i< 
Jamu, I had asked for and obtained permission to use the Maliarija's 
private road over the BamKAI The adoption of this road out of Kas- 
mir afforded me an opportunity of seeing the eastern portion of the 
Valley, which I had not yet visited I started on the 20th with three 
boats, accompanied by my a<^s}stant ChmdrjSm Pandit, uho wis 
desirous to accompany tne as far as possible I also took with me a JTas- 
mirnn singer who knew some of the old songs in which I was inter- 
ested, and a AfaboinTnedan Mnnslii who had studied Kasmtri in a scho- 
larly manner for the last ten year**, and bad asbisted the late Dr Plms- 
lie in the compilation of his vocabulaiy He had agreed to accompany 
me to Bombay, and to assist me in my Knsmiri studies My halting- 
places were the usual ones— P«mp«r. Arnatipur, BJjbror, Islim/lhld 
or AnantanSga, and Virn tg, where the nuns of the old temples and the 
histoncnl sites were duly inspected, as well iis thn«e m the neighbour, 
hood of Islamabad, Matan, and Acbibal All these places hate been 
sufRcienlly desctibed by General Cutiningbam and Mr Cowic 

1 have only to mention one site wbieh has escaped them, as well as 
all other Knimir travellers This is the mound of Clifikhdhar or 
Chakradhara, about a mile nest from Bybror, the ancient VijaieBTarn 
The tnoniid belongs to those laraces or alhivi-il plateaus which skirl

I now break off the account of my operations tn order (o give a short 
account of the Kasmir Brahmans ami of their libraries, which has 
been intentionall} left out above, because a collection of all the notes, 
gathered m various places and from various persons, finds its place here 
more appropriately ns an introdnction to the account of the HISS 
purclinsed 

The Brahmans or Pandits, as they are usually called, are the onl^ 
natives of Ka&mir who liave preserved their ancient fuith, while all the 
other castes have embraced MahoniTneclanism Their numher, pro- 
bably, does not eveetd 40,000 to 50,000 PalnNiIamhar Mnlarji told 
me that a late census of the town of ^rtnngnr had shown 24,000 for 
the city, and that the remainder of the country prohabl^ did not hold 
more than the same number The capital is tlicir chief seat Smaller 
colonie3are,honeTer, found in the larger towns, eff Isl imubud, Anant 
nig, Btjbror, Vantipur, PAmpur, bopur, D iramOla, as well os in mant 
Tillages, such as lUiuumoh, Yeclig im, etc , and at all the numerous 
places of pilgrimage llnlike the Brahmans of other parts of India, 
they form one siogle community 'NMiile in Mahjrlshtra we have 
Deiasthas, Konkanastlins, Karahdtas, and KarnAtakss, and while 
GujarAt holds more than seventy <li<tinct Brahminical tribes, all IvafimI 
nan Pandits call themselves simply A’dsmfcilos, and consider themselves 
to be a bcaacli of tlici^uraicata-f This issomucli more rcmarkAhle as 
originally they came from different parts of India The RHjalaraHyuti* 
mentions several immigrations orDralitnaiis from Ganiihura KabOIistan, 
from Kinoj, and even from the Tclingvna coiinlr}, while from other 
sources vre learn that Gaudt+ and other parts of India contnbuted set- 
tlers The remembrance of this separate origin siirvirev to the present 
day ^ne Pnndit informed me lint licposse«so<lproofiofliis ancestors 
having come from Oaucla, and others inentioned that the original Kasim 
ruins Wire distinguished from the immigrants by the performanct of 
certain ceremonies on the occasion of the Malimisa ■ e the month in

The unity of the Ivasuiirian Brahmans comes out very strong in tlieir 
Vediclcarniagnnd m their dehara, or rules of conduct If asked about 
their Terta, the noiial answer is that tliej «re Chaturcedr^s, students of 
tbc four Vedas and ndliera to no particular ^AAhd or redaction itfan^ 
of them are nho able to recite small portions of all tlis four sacred 
works Tlieir ffnhyt ceremonies are performed according to the 
sitra or jpbonsins at iJie CJiurdyantyi Kdthnka school, which arc 
attributed to the JUsht Laugikshi These alone are recogaiscd as the 
true norm aoJ the ••ource oflbe ticj5«r« and uo otlier wtra on the 
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subject IS used or e^en known in Kssniir Tins latter circumstance 
induces me to conjecture tlint tlie real iidlhu of the Kasminins is the 
Kilthaka For though a Brahman is eutitfed to stuclj nil the four 
Vedas, and gams great merit hr doing it, and though Dviredis TnTedis, 

and ChatUTTcdls — students of two, three, or four Vedas were in former 

times numerous, and nre still met mth occasionnlly, still there is a special 
Jnjunction of the Smnti which commands thnteverj Brahman is toper- 
form tbe^nAyo, or domestic ntes only accordiugto the particular redac- 
tion of the Veda which is hcreditnry in his fimilj, and whi{h he has 
recemd from hi3 teacher 1 he KosmJrian Brahmans maj, therefore, 
in olden times, have studied all the four Sninhit ts nod ncTcrtheless be 
members of the Kakhaka school Several Pandits to whom 1 com- 
municated mj view approved of it 

The dehdra of thcKasinirians agrees m most respects with that of the 
Indian Brahmans, but shows also some very rcmarlvahlc peculiarities 
The dail/ rites of worship, such as thcaiiir/Aj/tf, the morning and 
evening prayers, as well as rites for pnrticiihr occasions the 4'xiUah‘lras 
or sacraments, are performed more or less scrupulously The true 
Pandits carefully keep to the prescribed times anil season*, while 
the ofScial aud trading classes arc more lav With the htter it is not 
uncommon to delay the perfor-oiooce of the soihskSrcu, and to get oser 
allof them just before marriage, on which occasion thepr/Tyase^itfar, 
or penance* for the delaj, are likewise duly ohseraed Similar methods 
of accommodation prevail also m India proper It w the boast of the 
Kasmtrinns that the srddilhas, the oblations to the manta, are performed 
in their country more enretuUy than anywhere else, and they state that 
all the many varieties of these sacrifices which the Sinntis mention 
are offered in their countrv Both the Paodits and the Blcli Bliattas 
state also that the sraddhas arc one of the chief sources of income for 
them , The Bandits and BichDhattas aho carefuUj observe the 
t raids, fasts and other usages, enjoined tor particular day s At least my 
acipiamtances were all tu a deplorable state of weakneca on the eiddasf 
the eleventh of each lunar month But I am unable to say if the 
secular portion of the Brahman commnnitv follows the rules of the 
^latras with equal strict iie<s The performance of the /irwyoscAitiej 
or penances for brenches of the eonrmandmeflts of the Smnfi, is haLed 
after by the Goreniment The Mahfir ija himself, who is asmeere and 
realous adherent of the faith of Ills forclkthcr«, sees that Brahmimca]

custom of eating meat is based on a Jefayutta, 'n virtue of the country,’ 
and that they leave it off as soon ns thej de«ccnd into the plains Thev 
also fully Rckuowlcilge the duty of ahimsit, of pre«erTing life, and 
themselres are by no meins iriHmg to kill anything Jf told that their 
acts arc not consistent with their profession'', they answer that their 
nbstaiDing from meat would not prevent the slaughter of animals, as 
the Mabommedans of the country would still require meat There 
can be little doubt that the practice of eating meat has comedown 
to the Kaimlnans from the most ancient limes It prevails to a mitcli 
greater extent in Northern and Central Iiidm than is generally known

Sanskrit learning is m Kasmirnot as flourishing ns during the times 
of the native kings, when, as Bilhana boasts, the women even ■‘poke both 
Sansknt and Pnkrit. Biii still there are some remnants of the taiaitr 
glories I'lnch hive survived the long penod of Mnhominedan oppres- 
sion I have already mentioned that the Sanskrit classes of the 
Maharaja’s Sludrissa, in which poetry, poetics, grammar, and philo- 
sophy are taught, are in very fair couditian Among the older men 
I met about a score who could talk Sanskrit fluently, if not gramma- 
tically, and who all were able to compose t few slokas, nhich 
they presented at the first meeting I cannot «ny that the quality 
of the Sausknt spoken or written was id genera! good The niceties of 
Sanskrit grammar, such as the AiatiDcUoas between the Parasmaipadi 
and Atmnuepadt verbs, between the tet aud anil root<, seldom 
received due attention A great confusiou between the masculine 
and neuter genders was also observable Mistakes of the latter kind 
are owing to the influence of the I^»msri languvge, which, like 
Stndhi, has onl} oue form for the masculine and neuter The influence 
of the country dialect Las aflected the pronunciatiOQ aUo in o very 
high degree, so much so that during tho flrst da)s I fouud great difB- 
culty m. making out what my visitors said Ou the first day whea 
namming the Miidrissa, I found it even impossible to follow the 
recitation of the Ivaryas without a book m my hand After a few

In this cash Pandit Gorind K61 had very shrewdly guessed the 
identity of I/oh and Lffi, nnd had found by inquiries among hi5 friends 
who were serving 111 ieA that 4<wnp^ was actually a Thibetan word 
His proceeding showed that he wns possessed of a truly scientific 
spirit of inquiry Pandit Dtmodxr Jotsi, too. whose name 1 hare 
already mentioned, appeared to possess a respectable knowledge of 
bis Sfistro, astronomy and astrology, and to be a man who was not 
contented with hanng learned hisbooLs, but desired to further improve 
himself, and especially to gmn some knowledge of European astro 
nomy A great many Pandits give private instruction to small 
classes of pupils m Sanslcrit grammar, m the Pur inns Kavyas, 
Alamkara, and Saiva phdosophy Teaching, orfAy^pana is one of the 
SIX kinds of occupation lawful for a Brahman and all over India the 
learned Brahmans practise it Of course no fixed fees are taken for 
the instruction given, but presents are accepted and customary The 
largest ^number of pupils I saw at Pandit Keaarram’s house, where 
about a dozen were present 

All the Sanskrit speaking Pandit* as well as some of the traders 
and officials, possess larger or smaller libraries The twenty two Pan 
dits whose names are given below were stated to be the po3se«*ors of the 
most consiJi-rable collections —

I base aeon half a dozen of tbesc libraries, and reeeiTcd lists of most 
of the remaintns ones Tliey seemed toeoDtiin norrorks of imporiaoce 
besides those enumerated among tbe jiurchases in the Appendix 
But I do not feci certain tlxat tbe lists furoisbcd to me arc complete 
It la a \ery couimun practice among Brabmons to leare out, when they 
are asked to ebow tbeir treasures, all xiorks wbicb they consider 
particularly important, and to rereal tbeir esisteuce only after a pro. 
longed acquaintance with the inquirer It must be further kept m mind 
that the lint nf possosor.s of libraries girau above includes the names of 
the best known Sanskrit scbolnrs only A great many books ar^ in the 
hands of people entirely unacquainted with Sanskrit, and some of tlie 
best pieces in the Gorerunicnl collection, c y the MS of the Ri/fieda, 
come from such sources The learned Pandits are just ns ignorant about

I should, therefore, not be m the least astonished if, m future, impor- 
tant finds of anneni books Tvere made A few libraries, though appa- 
rcntlr not of largo extent, exist at Sopur, Isllmlbfid AnantnAg, and 
BlramdH Specimens from them I sair at B irainula anil IsUiiiIbild, 
which, however, did not tempt me to make purchases 
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The contents of the hbrtnes the 51SS , may be diTuled mto four 
classes — 1, the Xhurji MSS , 2, the paper SSratU MSS , 3, the paper 
Devanagari MSS copied in Easm!r , and 4, the paper Devanlgari MSS. 
imported from India proper 

The Bliurja JISS are written on specially prepared thin sheets of 
the inner bark of the Himalayan birch [Baftula Shojpalr), and 
itiTanahlj in SiradA characters Tlie lines run aWays parallel to 
the narrow side of the leaf, nnd the MSS pre«(mt tlierefore the 
appearance of European book:., not of Indian MSS which owe their 
form to an nnitation of the Talapaftras The HimaLaya seems to 
contain an inC-shaustihlc supply of birch bark, which in Kasmir and 
other hill countries is used both instead of paper by the shopkeepers 
m the h-uars, and for lining the roofs of hon_es m order to make 
them watertight It la al«o exported to India, where m many places 
it IS likewise used for nrapping op parcels, and plays an important 
partm the manufacture of the flexible pipe^stems nsed by hutS 
smokers To gire an idea of the qoantities which are brought 
mto Srinagart I may mentioa that on one single day I counted 
fourteen large barget mtb bircb bark on the river, and that 1 have 
never mOTcd about without seeing some boats laden with it * Xoae of 
the boita earned, I should say, less than three or four tons' weight 

The use of birch bark for literary purpo«es is attested b} the earliest 
classical Sanskrit writers KiiUdisa mentions it in his dramas and 
epics , Sulruta, Vanhamihira (circa 500 550 k D ) know it likewise f 
The Pe/crjSur^ Dicltonar^ refers a1 o to a passage of the KuthaKa, 
the redaction of tho TiyifrtfJ formerly current in Kastn'ir, where the 
word Jlhurja occur®, though it is not dear if it is mentioned there too as 
raatenal for writing on Tlie Kasmlnan Pandits assert, and apparently 
with good reason, thntm Ivasmir all books were wntten on bhurjopaliras 
from the earliest timjs until after the conquest of the ^ alley by

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writing was discontinued, and the mcthoil of preparing it has been 
lost It 13 at present impossible for the STasmirians to produce new 
birch bark. MSS , and forthe collector of antiquities the existing birch* 
bark volumes have, therefore, a considerable value The Pandits were 
very auvious that I should assist them to rediscover the secret of 
preparing birch bark for writing But I declined to do so, as I 
feared that an extensive manu/actme of spurious MSS would be the 
consequence As irntters now stand, there are no birch bark MSS much 
younger than two hundred years, and some are four and five hundred 
years old The preparation of the ink which was used for BhQrja 
MSS IS known It was made by conicrtingalmonds mtocharcoalaud 
boilmg the coal thus obtained with gomutm (urinfl iorw) * The ink 
thus obtained is not affected by damp or water, and ns the birch birk 
likewise stands water well, it is possible to improve dirty old MSS by 
washing them, or by wetting it least particularlr illegible portions I 
have employed this method scry frequently in order to make out 
doubtful passages The Pandits regularly kept the MSS m water 
before selling tbciQ to me, m order to improve their appenranee I 
was also told of a MS winch had been iTsbcd out of the Dil, 
the lake near the city, into which it had probably been thrown 
during one of the l^Iusalman persecutions It mist lioic been lying 
in the water for many years I heard nl o of a work which, after 
bemg considered to be lost, was recovered from n JIS found by a 
Pandit IQ the ceiling of bis hoiwe, to winch it hnd been nuiletl m order 
to keep the ram out The great enemy of birch bark is dry beat 
which causes it to crack, split and peel in nil directions The same 
result follows if the tfSS arc fingered frequently or kept rarelessli, as 
most of the Pandits do The usual way of preserving the MSS is to

Trom these facts is well as from the use of the pure Gupta charac-

disappeared altogether For the Panchts thaugiit, until I convinced 
them of the contrary, S ihebrain s copy greatlr superior to all others 
From these facts it will appear that complete Kasmir have to be 

used with great care especially if they arc new aud the older MSS 
b B 
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are mutilated But I do not msh toproclaim all complete Kasmlrian 
MSS as untrustworthy, because m many cases complete copies ba\e been 
procured by collating a number of AISS mutilated m different places, 
or Such MSS as, baring been treated with great care, remained 
complete These disparaging remarks on the Knsminan Deranigarf 
PISS make an explanation necessary wby, though knornng their 
defects, T acquired aueb a great number as my list shows My reasons 
were two Firotly, in the beginnir^ of my search I felt >ejy uncertain 
whether I should be able to obtsin many old 5ISS , and I took the 
more important works in such a form aa I could get tliem most easily 
Later I contuined to buy, or cause to be prepared, ReranagarJ eopieS, 
because 1 thought that Indian and Eoropeiu scholars nuglt wish to 
hare copies in the better known Deranlgari character, as well as in 
the more ddCcolt Sarad"! 

C— An Account op some KasmIrian MSS puiiCfiASED 

In turning now to give an account of some of the MSS contained m 
the collection mode during tn) tour m Easniir, of the Kasrafr MSS 
which 1 bought at Ddhi, and of those forwarded to me by the Bandits 
after my return to Gujarit through Mijor Henderson,* I must premise 
that I do not pretend to giro all that ts raluablc in them I hart, had 
no time to read "cveril nullioiia of f/o/'W, and lo compare them 'vith the 
versions kuQ%vn from Indian books A Uioroiigh study of such n 
collection would take up the whole tune of n student during several 
years and I even doubt if miv one can suflicicnlly become 

master of all the various bistros represented lO order to estjninte the 
books at iheir proper value All tlmt I have done is to rcod a few of 
the moat remarkable works and to look into most of the rest, and to set 
three Pandits — M irinn b S istrl, Nar lyana S islri, and VfunmAchSrya 
Jhalkiknr— to work on wlwt struck me as interesting llievheve 
copied mo'l of the ealrntls from tbe MSS nluch have been prioted 
tn Appendix II liny hue ma Ic inlexes and nbvlractv of oilier works 
which I have ii'c*! m the sp|nel and thvy are nUo to n great extent 
the authors of the rJas«ified list Bull have always supervised their

as the coronation of Damodara s pregnant q een and the hirth of 
Gonandnll The> prove clearh that Pandit S ibebram’s restoration 
IS correct in snbstance, and that Kalhnna took over some potions of 
Lis namtive almost literally from the Parana Jnnamejara’s next 
question is why Krishna considered Kasmir so important os to secure 
for It a king by the coronation of a woman Vaiiamptyaiia hereupon 
states that the country i» an incaruaUou of Sati or Um\ and describes 
Its various excelleaciei, adding that it was formerly a lake Called 
Satuaras This statement gives an opportunity to introduce tiie story 
ofthe creation of Kasmir by Kosyapa ^ aisamp ivana, however docs

Vishnu and between them Swa established himself The Daitya, 
who, owiDg to a boon granted by Indra, was invincible in his native 
element, refused to come forth Ironi the lake Then Vishnu advised 
Siva to dram the water off Thereupon 6iva struck the moun 
tains with his trident, and made a path for the water Jalodbhava, 
seeing the lake become dry, caused o great darkness ^iva rli’pelleif 
it, taking the sun and the moon in his bands Then Vishnu took

Kasimr and their legends, which are required in order to evpiain

a descendant of one Dnrfadxtta, who hscti in GanrjUhnida His 
descendants live in Kasmir at the present day. One of them, my 
issistant P Chaudfiim, sliowed me his pedigree, nliicli went back to 
lialniikara 

Ratnibara’s chief work which "has come down to our times is the 
llaraitjaya, an enormous epic m fifty cantos This work celebrates 
the defeat of the A«un Atdhala by Si\a. ^/irf^o/a sprang from Siva 
when Parsatl covered lus eyes with her hands, and was bom blind He 
was given by Siva to the son of Diti, who desired a son, nod was reared 
in his house Hy means of ternWe sclf*mfiicted penances he obtained 
the power of seemg, a boon from Brabmi He used his strength to 
make war on the goJs, and succeetled jn OTcrcotnmg even \islinu, 
ejecting the gods from tUcir sent and liccoming king of the three worlds 
Sitn slew him 

This fable would hardly have afforded sufticieut material for com 
posing about four thousaod long stanzas Tlie poet has therefore 
pressed into his scrnce the whole of the subjects which the rules of

In the collection of grammatical MSS those belonging to r5iiiiii’s 
school take the precedence Among the latter the Vijddiyapartthu’ 
iidpneit. Nos 319 20, f bears the most ancient name. The Kas- 
mhian Pandits are unanimous m declaring it to be a production of 
the author of the Sauiyru^a But Dr Rielhorn, to whom I submitted 
the book immediately after its discovery, tells me that lie cannot dis 
com in It any proof of great antiquity, and that it contains only the well 
known Panbhdshds lie ttunks it not unlilely that the title has been 
given to it because some Pandit believed the ParibhdiMa to belong to 
Ty&di I must leave tbe question to the decision of those SeiusknCists 
who make the Pydkaranasdatra their speciality 

Ihe three MSS Nos 303 3()o represent the meagre result of a long 
and laborious inquiry regarding Patanjah’a Slahdbhdihya, a work which 
for the present is, as it were, the corner stone Ibr the history of Snnsknt 
grammar and literature'^ As the controversy regarding the geoume- 
ness of our present text of the lilahdbhdsAya bad been going on for 
some time before my visit to Kasmtr, I was particularly anxious to 
obtain n trustworthy and complete Kasniirian MS of the work, in 
order to ascertain if Kasmtr possessed a redaction different from the 
Indian one When I began my inquiries the Pandits told me that 
the Bkdslnja was not studied in Kssaitr, and that they knew only 
of two complete MSS of the work ^Oae of these belonged to Pan

they srcrc Deranlgarl MSS , brought from India Kesavram's copy 
bad been imported into the Valley by a IVndit of Baramflla who 
had resided for sonic time in Benares llis heirs had sold it for 
one hundred Kasinirl rupees fof ten aimns each) to its present 
owner After this transfer had been effected, Paudit SAliehram 
also had found it accessary to procure a copy, and had finally 
obtained one froDi the Panjib Both these copies are new, not 
older than fifty or sixty years They contain Kaiyata’s Prad^pet 
also As soon as the origin of these two IfSS had been deter- 
mined, I told my friends that I neithcrdesircd to acquire them nor tohave 
them copied, and that they must hunt for Bhflrja or old Slrada paper 
MSS They grumbled a good deal, and complained of my unreason 
ahleness But gradually they produced the three MSS which now be 
long to the coUectioo All three are certainly more than a hundred 
years old, and most probably copied from older Bhflrja MSS I seat 
them, immediately after I received them, to Dr Kielhoru, for compn* 
nson with his ludjaa MSS Ue informs me that they do not differ 
miterially from the latter I think that this fact js not without im- 
portance for the question regarding the genmoeness of fho text of the 
Makddlidthija, thaa^h it is«Ic«irabJc that it should be confirined by 
the discovery and collation of an old Bhftrjs MS Just when I left 
Kasmu- 1 heiril that such a MS had been foiiml in the library ofnn 
Ignorant Brahman, who helmed it to be a SIS of the KatAdsanfed- 
^flra, and ««ed jt, «s IS freqweutly done with MSS of that work, for 
purposes of divination • Bfibrts have been made to obtain the book,

930 and 950 A D , and LaKthaimna taught between 930 and 975 or 
980 Abhinaragupta’s pupil was Kshemar*i)a,J who wrote the com 
mentary on HhaftantirHyana'a Staiaehmtdmani, the SiaeficJiando 
ildyofa, the ParamesaiiotrduoUvrtttu the Paraindrlhagainffrahavieriti, 
the Pralyab/iynd/mdaya, the Sdinbapanehlt^tiuitraranct, and other 
works not mclucled in the collection These treatises must all of them 
have been composed in the first half of the eleienth centurj As 
Kshemaraja calls Abhinavagupta^ the prasahja, or pupil s pupil, of 
Bliattanar lyann, it follows that the latter must bare been n contempo- 
rary of Utpala, and either have taught Inrlitruja or Lnkshamanagupta 
The latest of all the writers on the PralyaOhji 6 who are represent- 
ed jn our collection is Jaj/arutAa, the author of Xhe Tiie/a, the com 
mentary on kbhioaTaguptn’s TantrdloKa lie gtres his pedigree at 
great length, H and says that his great great grandfather’s brother 
Siraralha (/ c t 21) was the minister of king Uchchnla, A D 1101 
1 1 11, and that Ins father and he himself hvcil under the protection of 
one Hfyarrfja (lilt/ rr 28 3-1) As fourgcnerations intervene between 
the minister of Uchchala and Jayaratha he must hare written about 
the beginning of the IJtli century 

In order to make these chrooolc^cal deductions clearer, I give a 
tabiilar^statement of the aathor^ and works on tbe Pratyathtpiuadslra 
whose AaCes are kuown, together with some additional mformation
